to $6,000. The post is currentiy 
held by Judge E. G.- Newell. 

At present, under the law, fe» 
officials receive a maximum of 
$7,000, made up of the first $5,000 
¢ollected, plus 60 percent of the 
next $3,000, plugs 40 percént of the 
next $1,750. 

County fee officials include: 
Sheriff, county tax assessor, coun- 
ty tax collegtor, county judge, clerk 
of circuit court, clerk of county:

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Governor Warren Makes Statement - 


_ To Florida Citizens Regarding Taxes 


TO.THE PEOPLE OF FLORIDA: 


“The public schools and the col-' 


leges may not open next Septem- 
ber. The old folks, dependent. child- 
ren and the blind may not get their 


.assístance checks next September. 


Thé. insane asylum may have to 
send some of its inmate back home 
to their families. 

"I will tell you why. The 1947 
Legislature increased the State's 
contriution to public schools frori 
$18,000,000 to $42,000,000 a year, a 
yearly increase of $24,000,000. It 
almost doubled the appropriation 
for colleges. It greatly increased 
the appropriation for the old folks, 
dependént children and the blind. 
It incre&sed the appropriation for 
the insane asylum. * 

“The 1947 Legislature voted a.t 
these increases but. it passed no 
taxes to pay for them.. Many mil- 
lions of dollars had piled up in the 
treasury düring the war when in- 
‘come from taxes was tremendous 
and the'State was restricted from 
spending much. The 1947 Legisla- 
ture wisely décided to use up ait 
this war-accumulated surplus. be- 
fore voting any more taxes. 
~ “During the past two years the 
State spent for operating costs 
$17,000,000 more than it took in 
from taxes, and $16,000,000 more 
on public . buildings than taxes 
yielded, a total of $33,000,000 more 
for the two years period than was 


collected in taxes. 

"The State treasury has beer 
drained almost dry. The genera! 
revenue fund.will have only about 
$1,500,000 onune 30th, the lowest 
balance in many years. State 
Comptroller C. M. Gay officially 
has stated that the State treasury 
Will be $3,000,000 in the red by 
September unless new or addition- 
altaxes are passed by the Legisla- 
ture. On April 5th I recommended 
to the 1949 Legislature fifteen 
sources from which about $50,000,- 
000 a year could be obtained. Most 
Of the taxes.I recommended were 
originated by the Senate-House 
Tax Survey Committee.* 

"Eight of these fifteen taxes 
would be paid by sources not now 
paying any state taxes. The other 
seven would be paid by sources 
which now.are paying-very light 
taxes—so small as to be little more 
than token taxes. Much of the 
taxes I recommended would be 
paid by wealthy visitors to Flori- 
da, Much would be paid by busi- 
nesses making enormous profits in 
Florida, but having their heac- 
quárters out of the State. One of 
these taxes, 'the severance tax, 
would be paid by a firm which, 
according to the testimony of its 
president, took in $28,000,000. last 
year and paid no state taxes at 
all.
